Campaign To Raise Library Funds Underway 


The Elba Library Board and the 
city-appointed ‘‘Library Site Com- 
mittee’’ have launched a fund-raising 
campaign to renoyate and equip the 


recently purchased ‘‘Dr. Kimmey 
Clinic’’ and make it into a new home for 
the public library. 

The building was purchased by the 
city from Dr. Kimmey for $50,000, to be 


paid over a five year period with the 
seller making an annual $1,000 donation 
to the library fund. 

The target for the fund raising is 
$15,000 that will be used for the library. 
The first $10,000 will be to renovate the 
building and the balance is for shelving 


and seating. Mrs. W. H. Taylor,’ 


chairman of the library board, has 


assigned committees to work on the 
various parts of the project. Assisting 
her is Mrs. Linda Boyce, who was 
chairman of the site committee. 
Committees have been appointed to 
work with library experts in preparing a 
remodeling design; fund raising has 
been broken down to business, club, 
individual and out-of-town former 


residens, All donations are tax 
deductible, Mrs. Taylor and Mrs. Boyce 
reminded committee members last 
week when the campaign was officially 
launched. 

Already donations have been raised 
totaling about $3,000 and informal 
pledges should give that another spurt 
in the coming weeks.

PROBLEMS 

We get a number of calls 
concerning yellowing and 
aying of lawn grasses, Some 
of the Centipede problems 
are caused by over fertiliza- 
tion with phosphorus, The 
middle number in 8-8-8 
represents the precent of 
phosphorus in a bag. If you 
soil test, follow soil test 
directions on fertilizing 
Centipede lawns. If you have 
not soil tested and want to 
add some fertilizer to get 
your lawn green and pretty, 
use something like 15-0-15 
which does not contain 
phosphorus, 

Other lawns are also 
having problems. In many 
cases, we can’t identify what 
the problem is. There are 
some general recommenda- 
tions, though, which we give. 
(1) Do not use excessive 
amounts or applications of 
nitrogen. (2) Water your 
lawn early in the day so that 
it will be completely dry by 
nightfall. (3) Remove grass 
clippings with a _ grass 
catcher or by raking them 
off. 

If you want to spend some 
extra money on lawn care, 
about 48 hours before you 
water the lawn apply a 
fungicide such as Fore or 
another wide spectrum 
fungicide. Repeat this three 
times at weekly intervals

We will probably wind up 
with three or four times as 
much rain in May as we 
normally get. This extra 
rainfall plus the warm 
temperature is an excellent 
medium for the leafspot 
scores to develop and 
multiply. 

Because of this, | would 
recommend that you go 
ahead and apply the first 
application of fungicide 
much sooner than you 
normally do. In other words, 
if your peanuts are up and 
beginning to grow, | would 
make plans now to put the 
first application on.

This rate will also apply 
to any new 1979 crop loans 
and new farm storage facility 
loans requested on or after 
April 16,’ he said. 

Coffee County farmers 
who already have crop or 
facility loans would not be 
affected by the new interest 
rate. 

Day said the interest rate 
for loans requested on or 
before April 15 is 9 percent 
for 1979 commodity loans, 
and 10.5 percent for storage 
facility loans. 

‘The new rates are based 
o.. the cost of borrowing 
money from the U.S. Treas- 
ury. Continuing interest 
rates at the earlier level 
would result in losses to the 
Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion,’’ the ASCS official said.

VEGETABLE COOKERY

Clothing that looks good 
and feels comfortable is a 
boost to anyone's spirits. 
Being able to dress oneself is 
essential to independence 
and self-esteem. 

Learning to dress may 
take a disabled person a lot 
of time, patience and effort, 
but gaining that independ- 
ence builds confidence. And 
a tittle confidence goes a long 
way toward rehabilitation. 

Fastening and unfasten- 
ing clothes can be especially 
hard for the disabled person. 
The simplest solution is 
garments without fasteners. 
These include sweaters and 
blouses that slip over the 
head, and dresses, skirts and 
pants with elasticized waist- 
lines. 

You can use decorative 
elastic on sleeves so hands 
will slide through easily. Or 
sew buttons on cuffs with 
elastic thread so the cuffs 
expand enough to let the 
hand pass through. 

When fasteners must be 
used, they should be easy to 
see, reach, grasp and han- 
dle. Zipping, for example, is 
easier with a large ring pull 
tab or decorative zipper pull. 


Soil Conservation News

Within the past several 
weeks of heavy rain, Coffee 
County has suffered some 
severe erosion. The fields 
that were most severly 
damaged were those fields 
that were tilled straight up 
and down the hill. This 
resulted in the loss of an 
extremely large amount of 
topsoil, The lower portions of 
the fields become covered 
by tons of sand and sediment 
eroding from the top of the 
hill. Much of this sediment 
finds its way into streams 
and ponds, 

Many farmers have 
avoided contour farming 
which is the most important 
practice we have for control- 
ling soil erosion. When 
farming sloping land, all 
disking, plowing, planting, 
and clutivating should be 
done on the  countour. 
Terraces and 
should be followed the 
terrace exactly, although 
terraces may serve as a 
suitable guide for following 
the contour. With contour 
farming both soil and 
moisture is contour 
farming is done each row 
acts as a minature terrace 
holding water that would 
otherwise runoff and carry 
soil with it. A well planned 
row pattern can cut your 
annual soil loss in half even 
where terraces already exist. 

Contour farming makes 
sense not only from a soil 
loss standpoint but also from 
an economic standpoint. Can 
you afford to plant the same 
field twice in one year 
because of topsoil leaving the 
field carring nutrients and 
seed away? By planting on 
the contour erosion it 
reduces and damage from 
sending is monimized. Com- 
pare the fields that are 
planted on the contour and 
these planted up and down 
the hill, When the rows are 
planted up and down the hill 
soil and water usually follow 
the row down the terrace and 
fills it up with sand, and runs 
over, causing the terrace to 
break. With contour farming 
terraces do not fill up 
beconse large quantities of 
water are stored in the rows 
allowing time to sous in. 

Sometimes it is not 
possible to follow’ the 


terraces, but we can still 
follow the general contour. 
Terraces or diversions should 
serve as a row guide. But 
where the, 


do not exist 


diversions -

guidelines should be laid out 
as near with the contour of 
the land as feasible. All 
terraces should be laid out 
parrallel to avoid short rows 
if possible. To follow the 
contour across the entire 
field it may be necessary to 
change your row pattern as 
the slope of the land’ 
changes, although this will 
usually cause some short 
rows. Don’t be too concerned 
with making straight rows, 
rows with curves will follow 
the contour better. Always 
use ridgetops, terraces, 
diversion, the lay of the land, 
or other (natural or topo- 
graphical) land features as 
row guides instead of the 
highway, field roads or fence 
rows. Study your farm photos 
and plan out your field with 
the best row pattern. 

In contour farming there 
are a few disadvantages but 
the benefits outweigh them 
by a landslide. It may take 
slightly longer to plant and 
cultivate but you still spend 
less time repairing washes 
and broken terraces.
